able Reſtraints. 


GOVERNMENT therefore when 
built on it's right and original Foundation; 
when it's limited and modell'd by wiſe 
and cquitable Laws, is a Bleſſing that 
cannot be priz'd at too high a rate. It's 
the Pillar and Support of all our preſent 
Enjoyments ; of every valuable Privilege 
and Convenience of Life. Even Life it 
ſelf, without the Benefit and Protection 
of Government, would become a Curſe 
and a Calamity to us, and would ſeem 
a Burthen too heavy to be born. Man- 
kind would degenerate into Beaſts of 
Prey :

Prey: Their whole Buſineſs and Em- 
ployment would be to worry, and to 
devour; to meditate Death and Deſtruc- 
tion againft each other. The ſtrongeſt 
of the Herd would be Sovereign over all, 
and would exerciſe Tyranny and Oppreſ- 
ſion with unbounded Sway. The weak 
and impotent would continually be ex- 
pos'd to Injury, and Outrage, and brutal 
Force. Their only Safety would conſiſt 
in Solitude, and all their Hopes of Re- 
lief would be placed in a wretched and 
obſcure Retreat. Univerſal Ignorance 
and Barbarity would reign z nor would 
Learning or Humanity be any where 
found. No other Arts or Sciences 
would ſubſiſt, but ſuch as might prove 
inſtrumental in fraudulent, and treache- 
rous, and cruel Deſigns; ſuch as were 
productive of Violence and Rapine,

Seeing then that ſuch formidable and

From what has been ſaid with reſpe& 
to the Change that is mention'd in my 
Text, it evidently appears that both 
Governours and Subjects may equally be 
included under the Character of them who 
are given to Change. 


For, firſt, if Governours who are laid 
under '/egal Limitations and Reſtraints 
affect deſpotick and arbitrary Govern 
ment: If they ſtretch their Prerogative 
beyond its juſt Extent: If they ever aſ- 
fume a Power to diſpenſe with thoſe 
Laws which they are only commiſſion d 
to execute and enforce; or if they any 
way attempt to invade the Rights and 
Liberties of their People, and to reduce 
them to a State of SJ/avery and abſolute 
Dependance, it may truly be ſaid in eve- 
ry Inſtance above-mention'd. that ſuch Go- 
vernours as theſe are given to change. 


But, ſecondly, when the Character of
